The following is a Report from the General-Meeting for ACK WORT H 
SCHOOL, held by Adjournment in London, the 2oth of the 5th 
Month, 1782, and is recommended to the ſeveral Counties and Places. 


At the End of the laſt Year an Inventory was made of the Eſtate and Effects, with the 
Particulars of the Debts due to and owing by this Inſtitution, as per annexed Particulars, 

"the Balance $174/. 14s. 5d. in its Favour, excluſive of 3300/. ſubſcribed for Annuities, 
and the Legacy of our Friend John Fothergill 1ao/. per Annum for four Years unexpired, 
and gol. per Annum in Perpetuity. 


The Number of Children in the School laſt Year has been about 310. There being 45 

Children on the Liſt for Admittance, and a ſufficient Number of Teachers engaged, the 

Fund alſo having rather increaſed, it was thought proper to make Proviſion for the Recep- 

tion of an additional Number, ſo as to make up the whole 350, viz. 210 Boys, and 
140 Girls, which Increaſe we expect will ſoon take Place: The preſent Number is 185 
Boys and 133 Girls, Total 318. 


The Small-Pox breaking out in the Family ſince laſt Year, 40 Children took the Infection in 
the natural Way, and 25 were inoculated according to the Requeſt of their Parents and 
Friends. As this Complaint occaſioned a conſiderable Expenſe, and much additional Trou- 
ble to the Family, this Meeting agrees, that for every Child who takes the Small-Pox in 
the natural Way, or by Inoculation, one Guinea ſhall be paid to the Inſtitution. And in 
caſe any Children dic of that or any other Diſorder in the School, the Treaſurer may return 
two Guineas for each whole Quarter unexpired, deducting one Guinea for Expenſes of 
the Funeral. 


Annexed is an Account of annual and other Contributions received in the Year 1781; and it 
is hoped Friends will endeayour to promote and encourage annual Subſcriptions, to be con- 
tinued during Pleaſure, as the moſt probable Means of providing the neceſſary Support to 
this Inſtitution. Such Subſcriptions to be tranſmitted to London before the firſt of fourth 
Month, 1783. 


In order that the good Effects of Education at this School may as much as poſſible be pre- 
ſerved, it is recommended to Parents and others concerned for the Children for whom 
Places are wanted, to give fix Months Notice to the Treaſurer at Ackworth, that their 
Names may be entered in a Book for that Purpoſe. 


It is propoſed to the Yearly-Meeting, that a Recommendation be ſent therefrom to the ſeveral 
Counties and Places, to inquire once a Quarter what Friends are in Want of Apprentices 
or Servants, likely to be ſupplied from this School, and that Information be ſent of ſuch 
Wants to the Treaſurer, who will correſpond with the Agents thereon. 


The General-Meeting is to be held at Ackworth as heretofore, on the laſt fourth Day in the 


ſeventh Month; and it is requeſted that the ſeveral Counties and Places will, if convenient, 
eint Repreſentatives to the ſaid Meeting. 2
